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between the shoulders. Tlje "grizzly,” as lie is nsiidlly 
called, IS more common in California than any other 
kind of Ijear, and was at one time exceedingly niiiuerous 
for so large an animal , but he oflered so mucii meat 
for tlie hunters, and ilid so mneh <la!nagc to the farmers, 
tliat he has been industriously hunted, and his numbers 
have been greatly reduced. 

2. He ranges throughout the State, but prefers to 
make his home in the chaparral or bushes, whereas the 
black bear likes the heavy timber. Tlie grizzly is very 
tenacious of life, and he is seldom jnimcdwtely killeil 
by a single bullet. His thick, wiry hair, tough skin, 
heavy coats of fat when in goed comlition, aiul large 
bones, go far to protect Iga ritiil organs ; but bo often 
seems to pre.«en-o all his strength nijd activity .for an 
hour or more after luaving been shot th’rojiglrtiio lungs 
and Hver’witli laigc rifle Imlls. 

3. lie is one of the most dangcron? anima^^ to 
attack. There is much proirtbility that when shot he 
will not he kilkd outright. When merely wounded ho 
is ferocious ; his weight and strength aro so gnat th.it 
ho U ars down all opjxeitinn Islfore him ; anil ho is 
^e^y quick, liis spe«l in running U-ing msirly wju.il to 
tkit of the hoi'se. In ntlaeking a man, he usually 
fist's on his hind legs, strikes his enemy wilh onu of 
his powerful fcirc-p.iws, and then roinmences to bito 
him. If the in. in lies still with hw f.ice down, the 
liear will iisu.illy content Jiiiiiself with biting him fora 
while about the amis and ligs, then go off a few Bt<'i>s, 
and after watilung him a short time, will go away.

THE MAD DOO. 

1. Sir TttoMvs Fowcll Bu.tTOS was well known m the 
early part of the present centoty os one of the most 
earnest assistants of William Wilberforce in freeing 
England from the cnenes inseparable from alave-holiling 
It is not, however, of hie public career, nor of his deep 
piety, that we are about to speah, but of ouc incident 
in his life, which ehows how a really religious and 
intrepid man will face a sudden and frightful peril for 
the sake of others Tlie event took place in the 
summer of 1816, when lie was thirty j-ears old. a, 
capital sportsman and a man of remaikaLle personal 
strength and great height (six foot foui> He was not 
as yet a baronet, and was at the time Imng at Hamp- 
stead, and daily ridiug into SpitalGelds to attend to (he 
afT.u'rs of a brewery in which be was a partner. 

2. During a visit that his wUc amt children wcio 
tnaking at n distance, he bad been staying vith ins

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but foi a long Utne no one came to his licli», ami being 
airaid lest the foam •wlneh was pouJiMg from the jxior 
beast’s jaws might get into some scratch on his fingere, 
and be as ihngerows as an actual bite, he with great 
difficulty held Prince witli one hand wliite he worked 
the other into the gloxe jn liis pocket, then changed 
liaada, and thus put on the otliec glove. At last the 
gardenet opened the door, and asked what he wanted, 
C. “ I've brought you a mad dog, ' was the answer , 
and desiring him to get a strong diain, Mr, Buxtou 
walked into the yard carrying Prince by the neck, lie 
was determined not to kill the dog at once, thinking tliat 
if it should prove not to be a case of ]]}’tIropliob]n, it 
would be a great relief to the persoiu who liad Iieeu 
bitten, and this could only be determined by letting 
the diaeMe take its course Tlie gardener was in great 
terror, but bad sense enougli to obey directions, and 
was able to secure tlio collar round the dog’s neck, 
anc] fasten the other end of tlie ciioin to a tree 

7. Mr. Buxton then walkeil to the utmost bound 
of tlic cliain, and with all liis force, wiiicli was nearly 
exliausted by the dog's fmatic struggles, threw the 
ercatuK! as far away from him as he could, uud sprang 
back in tinio to avoid poor I'niice's dcvjicratc bound 
after biiu, which was foQowed by “the most fwiiful 
ycB be ever heart* 

8. All day the unhappy creature, iu tlic misery of 
th.at horrible disease to which wir faithful companions 
are sometimes subject, re«h«l nmnd and lomid the 
tree, champing the fimm that gushed from his jaws, 
oiiil when foi«l was thrown to him, snatcliwl at it with 
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fun-, l>ut cotiM not rat it TliC npJt d.ir Jfr. liiiifon 
llioiigtit tlir* cliniti in ilangcr of pi'Tn? iraj, fo renew^in; 
IiH ncl of brnvpry, fio ubtainoil n stron^rer cluain and a 
jiilrlifurk. IVtnccn tlic pron;^ of Uii? lic fontriveil fo 
f-et the »lo"'8 boily, witlmut picrcin" it, nnJ tlins held 
him j'iiincd down to the ground, while f.v'leniiig a 
inurli larger chain ronnd Im neck. On the pitchfork 
being removed, the dng sprang up and i!a?hed after hw 
iii.asfer with such xioleucc that the old chain snajped 

9. However, tlic frenzy soon spent his sfrengtl, 
and ho died only forty-eight lionrs after tlie first 
symptoms of madness had appeared. .<\1] the dogs 
nnd cats he had bitten were killed by Jlr. Btuton 
himself, knowing that for such a painful business it 
was wiser to trust to no one’s resolution and humanity 
but Ids own. Tlie iiuan and boys had the bitten parts 
cut out and the wounds burnt, nnd it was hoped that the 
liorrid consequences might be averted from them. He 
himself expressed great thankfulness for both his own 
escape and his children’s absence from home, and thus 
wrote to his wife a dav or two after: " ^Miat a 
terrible business it was! You must not scold me for 
the risk I ran What I did. I <lid from a conviction 
that it was my duty, and I never can think that an 
over-cautious care of self in circunistniiecs where your 
risk may jweserve otlieis, is so great a virtue as you 
seem to think it I do believe if I had shrunk from 
the danger, and others Iiad snflvred in consequenci’, 1 
should have felt more jain than I should liave done 
JiaJ I receiiied a hite”

from his Yiorh, m the sirnimeT of the year 1830, at 
iiliotrt. feien oVloclw in tlic cicning, be eiieoimlcrcil a 
in.s'l dog, nliohad altrady greatly injiircl Seieral of 
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tlio townspeople. TIic creatnre was advancing slowly, 
liiit siuldonly tiiniol upon liiin. Setting bis back 
against n wall, lie conrageonsly waited for it, and laid 
hold of it, tbough not without being severely bitten, 
lie kept it with a firm hand, shouting that he would 
not let It go to do further iniscliief, hut that some one 
must bring him an ase and break its back. 

12. ilonsiour I'ortat, a mounted gendarme, he^l 
him, and hastening to his help, found him struggling 
with this large hound, holding him by the neck and 
ears, and constantly asking for an axe to kill lum witb.

2 Hot or nariD air is lighter than cold air Now, 
M you know, heat expands bodies; and it is this expan- 
sion of air. or the sepotalion of ita particles farther 
from each other, nhich makes it less dense or heavy 
than cold air, where the particles lie more closely 
together As n eonsefiuence of this dilTerence of 
density, the light warm air rises, and the heavy cold 
air sinks. Yon can easily satisfy yotirselves of this by 
experiment Take a poker, and beat the end of ic in 
the fire until it is red-hot It'ithdraw it, and gently 
bring some small bits of very hghi paper or some 
other light substance a few inches abote the heated 
surface. The bits of paper will be at oneo earned up 
into the air. Tliis happens because the air licated by 
the poker immediately rises, iind its place is taken by 
colder air, which, on getting warmed, likewise ascends 
The upward cuirenta of air grow feebler as the iron 
cools, until, when it is of the same leinperature as the 
air around, they cease.

But this is a kind 
ot injustice that rarely takes place in society , and if, 
owing to accidental circumstances, it should in any 
instance be the case that we are thonglit ct more 
meanly than we deserve, let it ever be tmembered, 
that nothing can bo done on i>«r parts to redress the 
grievance. In most cases, indeed, tlm mote we can 
help ourselves, the better ; and lie tliat would have his 
business done must do it himself, but ktn. it is just 
the reverse. If we set but one step towards our own 
exaltation, we shall assuredly have to take two or iliree 
downwards for our pains. To rfcstnc esteem is m out 
power, but if w e efuwn it, we cease to deserve, and sliaJl 
certainly forfeit it.

superficial 

C. Besides, like most other faults, sclf-conccil is no 
solitary failing, but ever brings nwny nioic ui its train. 
Tlwy who jiTc very deaiTons to shine tbcinsdies, arc 
always envious of the attniowents of othets, owl wdl 
be ingenious in discovering defects in Uiww niio are 
nceoiuplislied lliau Uirm^'lics 
Xow is there any gaudy treed wIk* would fain 
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become a sterling flower ? Let such be assured that 
tliis wish, if prompted right motives and followed 
up by sincere endeavoon, will not be in vain. Iliit let 
jt be remembered, that snch a change can never be 
effected by merely adopting the colonrs, and affecting 
tlie attitudes of one. This would be but to become an 
artificial flower at best, without tlie gr.ace and fragrance 
of nature. Be not, then, satisfied with imitation, which, 
after all, is more laborious and difficult than aiming at 
reality. Be what )'oa would seem to bo; this is^the 
shortest, and the only successful way. Above all, bo 
clothed with humility, ond have the ornament of a 
meek and quiet spirit;" for of sttek flowers it may w 
truly said, that "Solomon, in all his glory, was u" 
arrayed like one of these”

easy n rate, i aloes it .leconhngJy. and hatli htile 
regard to keep it; is neier truly M-nsible of "I*at he 
enjoyed until he finds the want of it hy sickness; 
tlieii liailth, oboio ull things, is earnestly desired and 
wished for.” 

3. In proixirtion, however, as wc consider tlie matter 
with that attention which its imfiortance really do- 
sen cs, we shall Wcome auiuous rather to t.d>o care of 
he.iltli wlieii wc h.ive it tliau fiist to lo^e. and then 
oacert onrseli'cs to recover it. Such was evideutJj the 
feeling which eliciteil the following remarks froni a

1. JlCost of tUe Iwst a«il noWwtof the Oroeks held 
hat \w called tho rjthagorcan plnJiMophj. I’jtha- 
gems lued lielorc the time liiiloiy, and almost 
nothing II known aWit him, thougii his teaching mid 
his name were ntwor lost. 

2 Tlio Pytliagoreaws were Wild tosetlici in nbinlliet- 
hood, tlie nvembets of which had tide? tiiat aw now 
not underetooil, hut wliich Imkcd them so ns to form 
n son of cluh, with common religious observances and 
parsiiits of science, cspccinlly matheniatics nntl music. 
And tiicy were tnn^it to restrain tiieir passions, 
especially that of anger. aauV to enJnie with patience 
all kinds of eiifienng , believing tliat such sclf-vestraint 
btougUt them nearer to the gods, and that death would 
set them free fioni the prison of the body The souls 
of evilJoen would, they thought, jwas into tho lower 
ami more degraded animals, wlnle those of good men 
would he gradually pnnfied, and rise to a higher 
exMteuce. 

3. Two friends of this I’ythagorcnu sect U\ed 
at Syracuse, in the end of the fouith century before 
the Clirislian era Syracuse was a great Greek city, 
built ill Sicily, and fnll of all kinds of Greek ait and 
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twist itsolf rotmcl, w> Uiat it can procewl in nnotlier 

ilirf'ctioii ; nn<l I think these intelligent little crealiin-s 

take ft jin<le in nmking as narrow n shaie of the 
pri'f ipicc fts jw.sstMe, anti iii making their mlers frt' 
(IS iiiieomforUil'fe as they oiii. They are al-w great in 
wriggling yon ronn‘1 delicate piints of rork, where t le 
loss of |j.ilf-ftn-incli woiiltl send l<otli horse ao'l rt'jer 
into the ahys'’. Tlii-y do positively enjoy thw ticklish 
J)1 iccs : and tlio more ticklish the place, ami the ileeiji-’r 
the precipice Udow, the liioro d<» they enjoy it, ancl le 
more iireternatiinilly Rigacioiis «lo they become. ^7 
anitrnt such u place with deliglit; get their hemi anU 
nock lotinil the timiiiig. expriiiient carefully to !«' 
that tlio prt'sfiiirc of your knee against the n«k wi 
not throw the whole concern off its Uahnee, nti-l tlieu 
they wiiffirlo tiicir I«h1ic« round triuiuitluntlj.

in Sicily, lie became general of the army, and then 
found it easy to esMlisli fits power oi er the city 
4. 'J'his power was not accordwi" to the laws, fif' 
Syracuse, like most other cjlies, ought to have beea 
governed iiy a council of magistrate? ; Init Ihouysing; 
was an exceedingly able man, anil niaclo the city raucit 
more rich aaj powerful; Le defeated the Cartlingnnaii?, 
and rendered Syracuse by far llie chief city in the 
island, and he contrived to make every one so much 
afraid of him that no one diiftt attempt to overthrow 
hw power, dfe was a goal aeboJ.vr. and very fond of 
philosophy and jioetiy, and he delighted to have learned 
incii around him, and he had n.durally n generous 
spirit; hut the sense that he was tit n jmsit/on that 
did not belong to Jiiin, and that every one linteil Iiim 
for n‘‘9nniiiig it, made him wry harsh and sit^pimKi'r. 

5. It is of him that tlio .''torj' m f'JJ, that he hnil a 
chamber holJoweil in the locfc near In? sUte pn^ui, 
and constructed with gallcrie? to cmidiii’t ttouiid? hU* 
an ear, so that Jic imgfit overhear tin* eiJinersatinn of 
liis captives; and of him, !«>, w t'dd tlut f.immii 
anecdote wlu'cfi Inw Lecoine a proverb, thuf on hfiimg 
a friend, iiam«I JiJUwcJH a «nh t<^ J*' in bn 

situation for a singlo day, be tw.k him at hii «onI, 
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and Bainoclea found l»ni»elf ata LAiKjuct '^vtU esinj- 
tliittg tluit could «leligUt hi^ scil«c3, deliciuiis fiwtl. 
easily wine, flowers, jK'rfumes, music; Uit nuder a 
s\\ord witli tbc jioiBt almost toucliiu" iu'' Uca^l, and 
banging liy a single liorsehair! Hus was lo sliow tlie 
coudilion in whicli a nsurjier liTed* 

G. Tliuallwuyeius was in constant dteatl. lie bad a 
wide trench round his bedroom, nitli a diawhiidge that 
lie drew up and ptit dvmn nilU Ina owti bauds , and 
he put one batbecto tlealU for boasting tli.it lie held 
a razor to the tNrauVa tliroat every momiiijj. After 
tins lie mule his young daughters shaao Ivviu ; but by 
and by ho would not trust Iheoi witii a rasoi, ami 
caused them to singo off h» lieatd n »th hot nutshells ' 
Olio philosopher, named I’hibxenus, Uo scut to piisun 
fur finding fault with his I'oetiy, but he afterwaids 
composed another piece, which he thought so supenoc, 
that ho could not bo coutent without sending for this 
adverse critic to lieat it ^S'l^eu ho had finished reading 
it, ho looked to I’liilosenus for a compliment , but tlie 
pliilosophei only turned ronnd to the guards, and said 
dryly, “ Catty me bact to ptisou” This tune Dionysius 
had the sense to laugh, nnd forgixe bis honesty. 

7. All these stones may not be true , but that they 
should have been current in tlio ancient woild shows 
uUat was the ehsractet «{ tlie man o€ whoui they ivcie 
told, how stem and terrible was his anger, ami liow 
easily it was inewred Among those who came under 
it was a I'ytliagorenn called Pytlujs, who was senteuced 
to death, acconliag to the usual fate of those who fell 
under his suspicion. 
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Damon’s life, \\lien r>tbua duly pw^fintcd hiw'^lf, 
embraced lii« friend, and stood fonrurd liimsdf to 
lecche Ins seirteaee, calm, resdnlc, and lejoiced Uvot 
lie bad come in time:
